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and we took a last searching look for 
land we beheld only a faint glimmer 
from the beacon lights ashore, which 
serve as a warning to the sailors to 
keep within the “ straight and n a r ­ 
row way,5' thus avoiding the shoals 
and rocks on both sides. 
W ith a 
stiff sea breeze and boat heaving and 
rocking the passengers retired for the 
night. 
We w-ere on the waters two 
days and nights. Sunday, after the 
first night, the winds grew’ stronger 
and the w’ater consequently rougher. 
All day the waves heaved, foamed 
and lashed against our boat, so as 
to cause the least alarm, but present­ 
ing a spectacle grand to behold. Sea­ 
sickness on board was much in evi­ 
dence. Not more than half the 135 
passengers reported for their meals 
during the day. [ congratulate my­ 
self that I fared so well. Missed only 
one meal, supper Sunday night. By 
morning the winds had ceased and 
the waters were more tranquil. The 
remainder of the voyage was delight­ 
ful. About 9:30 Monday morning wre 
sighted land, which looked like a 
dim cloud low 
upon the 
horizon. 
Slow Iv it cleared up to our* view as 
we drew nearer, till Morro Castle on 
the left and the larger buildings of 
Havana on the right w’ere plainly 
discernable. The grandeur of this ap- 
proach to the city is worth the voyage 
to behold. 
About noon Monday we entered the 
narrow passage to the harbor. It was 
independence day for the Cubans (the 
same as our fourth of July.) There 
were several large steamers in the 
harbor and numerous smaller craft, 
all of which 
u’ere decorated 
with 
many {lags in honor of the day. As 
we steamed into the harbor with the 
stars and stripes proudly floating in 
the breezes from the highest pinnacle 
of oui-masts the Cuban soldiers s a ­ 
luted us by firing- about fifteen canon 
from the ramparts of Fort Canabas, 
which roared over our heads 
and 
echoed loudly against the l a r g e 
buildings on the opposite side of the 
harbor. 
Ibis honor was bestowed in 
recognition of the fact that the United 
States secured for the Cubans their 
independence. We anchored near the 
spot where the fated Maine went down 
with her cargo of human souls, more 
than 250 in number. The medical ex­ 
aminer made short work of examin­ 
ing the passengers, after which we 
were permitted to go ashore and were 
carried through the formality of hav­ 
ing our baggage examined by custom 
house officials. 
Last but not least 
Mr. and Mrs. F. A.Gentry and theii 
little daughter 
met me with out­ 
stretched arms and gave me a hearty 
welcome to their Cuban home. 
W isliing for the Messenger and its

CAPTAIN IRA LONG, PIONEERICITIZEN 


AND RANGER LEADER, PASSES AWAY

Captain ira Long was born in 
In­ 
diana, May 27, 1842, but was reared 
in Northwest Missouri, to which sec­ 
tion his father moved, 
In 1861 he en­ 
tered the Confederate army and was 
in several close engagements, 
in 
which he was twice wounded. 
On 
September 15, 1864, he was married, 
and has been a resident of this coun­ 
ty since that date. 
The year follow­ 
ing the war was the date of the e a r n ­ 
est inception of Indian troubles, and 
at that time Captain George Stevens 
and Captain Long were commission­ 
ed to raise a ranger company, of 
which Captain Long was elected first 
lieutenant, and later succeeded to the 
captaincy. 
After Lieutenant Lonsr 
was made captain of the company’ he 
was moved to F ort Mason to operate 
against noted outlaws, such as Scott 
Cooly, John Beard, Gladden and oth­ 
ers with whom he had great trouble. 
He was then moved to Hackberry 
Springs to continue his operations 
against the outlaws and the Apache 
Indians, during which time he a r ­ 
rested some 
desperate characters, 
among them was the noted outlaw, 
Sam Hare. 
After six years service, 
in 1880, he resigned and returned 
home. 
Capt. Long has for many 
years been one of the most substan­ 
tial and esteemed citizens of the co u n ­ 
ty; is a man of strong mind, and r e ­ 
doubtable character, and an upright 
Christian man. 
He resides at .‘p re ­ 
sent a few miles south of Decatus on 
his farm, which he very successfully 
conducts, but manifests an interest 
in all the enterprises that affect the 
county. 
He is a sterling member of 
Ben McCulloch camp, 
Confederate 


a collection of Indian armor and 
dress which he took from; a savage 
killed by him in honorable battle. 
He also cherishes a letter from Ma­ 
jor John B. Jones, which contains an 
official report of the battle in which ’ 
Captain Long killed the Indian and 
which also commends Captain Long 
as a man of coolness, bravery and 
courage.—Pioneer History of Wise 
County. 


Saturday morning, March 8, after 
a short illness, this good man, citi­ 
zen, soldier and 
christian patriot 
quit the walks of man.

Has it ever occurred to you just 
why there has been so much written 
in the newspapers and 
magazines 
about the •‘extortionate profits of the 
middle m an?.’ 
Have you ever won­ 
dered why almost, every publication 
that comes to your home takes a shot 
at the poor retail merchant? 
lf you 
do not know, let me give you the a n s ­ 
wer. 
It is—Advertising. 
The great 
metropolitan newspapers, 
the farm 
journals, and the hundreds of m aga­ 
zines that are published, cannot and ( 
do not expect any advertising p atro ­ 
nage from the retail merchant. I heil 
advertising comes from mail order 
houses, from 
manufacturers, 
and 
from department stores that are seek­ 
ing to deal with the consumer direct. 
Therefore, these 
papers constantly 
contain articles encouraging the con- 
* sumer in every section of the country 
to send his money to some far-away 
merchant and thus save the profit of 
the retail dealer at home. 
The subscription price of practical­ 
ly all newspapers and 
magazines 
shows a loss. 
often this subscription 
price would not pay for the amount 
of plain white paper used in the 
magazines o r newspapers you 
re­ 
ceive. 
Ail of the profits of these 
publications cornu from advertising, 
and so it is to their interest to con­ 
stantly work for a system of distribu­ 
tion that

consumer from his local store, there

daily paper or a magazine. 
The parcel post is, of course, in 
many respects, a very good thing. 
In many ways it will be a great con­ 
venience. 
V\ 6 have, however, been 
promised that It would reduce the 
cost of living. 
We have been prom­ 
pted that it would bring the city man 
and the country man in closer con­ 
n e d 
I have been doing a little in­ 
vestigating, and I find flint nearly all 
of the parcel post packages ate going 
from the city man to the country 
man. while the country man is cot 
sending hack ani pack agt ■> to the 
citv man. 
Packages are going from 
the city to the country, and mone.\ to 
nay for these packages is coming 
• coin the country to tin-’ city. 
U idee the old system the farmer 
sold a !l of the products of the farm 


for spot cfi - ii, and bought most of 
the goods he needed on credit. 
I n- 
der the new system, as planned by 
the magazines and newspapers, the 
farmer is to soil his goods direct to 
the consumer, without the necessity 
| of any middleman in the shape of a 
merchant. 
W h a t I should like to 
know is, how is the farmer going to 
secure his city customers? 
W ill the 
fanner advertise in the newspapers 
1 and magazines? 
Will he send out 
circulars offering his chickens, eggs 
and butter to the 
city consumei { 
W ill he sell goods to the city con 
sumer only for cash, or will he gHe 
credit? 
If he extends credit, how will 
he find out about the financial stand­ 
ing of his customers? 
It would be 


i somewhat of a joke, wouldn t it, if 
the state of affairs were reversed and 
the farmer should have to pay cash 
for all the goods he buys that he 
needs on the farm, while, in turn, he 
would have to sell his farm products 
on credit to the city man? 
I would 
like to have a tine large photograph 
of the farmers of tiiis country selling 
their products on time to the fellow 
who lives in the city. 
Manufacturers, jobbers, and retail 
merchants all tell me that they are 
getting up mail order parcel post 
catalogues and circulars to be dis­ 
tributed by the million, in order to 
derive the greatest benefits from p a r ­ 
cel post in selling goods. 
Now of course I ain just a common 
ordinary teamster; 
my 
inelleetual 
dynamo only runs about half time. 
But what I would like to figure out, 
if all the above things are true 
and 
I do not believe they can be disputed 
—how is the parcel post going to low­ 
er the high cost of living? 
If mer­ 
chants are to be put to all these ex­ 


p e n s e s they must either lose money, 
or add the expense to tile cost of d o ­ 
ing business, and necessarily advance 
their prices in order to cover the 
added cost. 
Then, while I am rambling around 
in my weak-minded way, suppose we 
discuss this point: 
Has it occurred 
to you that under the old system, 
when goods were shipped by express 
or freight. the transportation c h a rg ­ 
es were collected from the consignee? 
Now when we send goods by parcel 
post we must bin parcel post stamps, 
pay cash for them, and attach these 
-tamps to the package, in advance. 
How are these stamps to be charged 
f >r by the merchant? 
The item is too 
small for a spot cash bill. 
The 
stamps, therefore, will probably be 
cha "cd on the regular invoice lot 


| the goods. 
If a Customer takes two 
I or three months time to pay the re- 


I gal ar bill, then the merchant will lie

Many proverbs have come down to 
us from remote ages, and are com­ 
mon to all nations. 
It Is said that a king of 
Samos 
worked his slaves nearly to death in 
making a vineyard. 
This provoked 
one of them to prophesy that his mas­ 
ter would never drink the wine. 
The 
king, being told of 
this, 
when 
the 
first grapes were produced 
took 
a 
handful, and, pressing the Juice into a 
cup in the presence of the slave, de­ 
rided him as a false prophet. “Many 
things happen between the cup and 
the lip,” the slave replied. 
Just then a shout was heard that a 
wild boar had broken into the vine­ 
yard. 
The king, without tasting, set 
down the cup, ran to meet it, and was 
killed in the encounter. 
Henceforth 
the words of the slave passed into a 
proverb. 
From this Greek original came two 
French proverbs: “Between the hand 
and the mouth the soup Is often spilt,” 
and “Wine poured out is not swallow­ 
ed.” Neither Is so near the original as 
our English, “There’s many a

'twixt cup and lip.” 
It is curious to trace how similar 
ideas have taken root in different lan­

vey the same idea in the apt proverb, 
"Throw him into the Nile and he will 
come up with a fish in his mouth,”
